‘The Grand Junction, 


Tho Madoc Review has tho fojlowing sen- 
sible remarks on tho judgment recently 
rendered by the Chancellor on the points 
reaorved in the case of the Grand Junction 
Railway Company cs. the Corporation of 
the County of Hastings :—" The judgment 
of the Court of Chancery in the caso of the 
Grand Junction Railway Company teraits 
the Corporation of Hastings, reversing that 
of tho inferior Court, atd declaring tho 
transfer of the County stock to O. Mackin- 
tosh illegal and yoid, will, we trust, bo ne- 
cepted by the Connell withont furtherlitiga: 
tion, Tho action of the Gouncil in this 
matter was as unfortunate ns inexplicable, 
At best it involved a dead loss tothe County 
of over fifteen thousand dollars, and in ad- 
ditiongwill saddlo tho tax-payers with a 
considerable amount in the shape of inter- 
cat, along with a Leavy: bill of law-costa. 
Its only othor effect has been to delay the 
construction of the Road, which, but for 
this untoward affair, would ip all probabi)- 
ity have been long ago open as faras Potor- 
borough, and the County and the town of 
Bellevillo would have been in the enjoy- 
mont of tho advantages of its traffic, Wo 
haye reason be bolieve that many of tho 
Councillors regret the part they took on 
that occasion, and that there is a consider-

The British Wheat Crop. 


Mr. James Caird, under date of August 
Slot, givos an estimato of tho wheat crop of 
Great Britain for the preaont season. The 
extent of wheat is groater by noarly 200,- 
000 acres than last year, but it is 400,000 
acres, or gno-pinth, bolow the gverago of 
tho- ten proceeding years, The general 
yield is botter than that of 1803, 1867 or 
1875, but it will not be equal to oven the 
dofective crop of last year, notwithatanding 
tho increasod ayorago there will nét be moro 
than betwoon nine and ten million quarters 
of ahomo crop, Tho average consumption 
of the paat ton years has boon 64 bushels 
per head of tho population, and under these 
circumstances 11,000,000 quarters, or about 
90,000,000 bushels, will bo required, and 
this taking the most favorable view. In 
addition tho writer rofora to tho fact that 
Britain is not tie only coyntry that requires 
holp, as with the exception of sojmo' parts 
of the Black Seo ore aif whilo the groat 
soverity of the famino in India can hardly 
admit of any increase of the Jargo supply 
rocoived from the quarter during tho pro- 
ront year, ‘Tho unuavally good yield in tho 
United States and Canada places oa in a 
position to make up this dolicioney, and wo 
inay anticipate for our wheat aurplus a 
good demand at somewhat above average 
prices,
